Nor  indeed 
would  we  be  the  means  of  exciting  the  hope 
of  any  great  fuccefs  attending  the  efforts  of 
Auftria.  Should  the  refult  prove  conti;ary 
to  our  apprehenfions,  we  (hall  be  moft  plea 
fingly  disappointed.  With  regard  to  Turk^ 
(he  IS  now  treated  by  France  as  an  objelft 
of  contempt  for  her  credulity  in  liftening 
to  the  perfuafions  of  Auftria  and  her  pu 
filaniniity  in  being  terrified  into  compliance 
with  the  willies  of  England,  by  the  mere 
appearance  of  our  ffiip.s  in  the  Dardanel- 
les.

The  following  fafts  may  likewife  be  reli- 
ed on.

LOWER  RHINE,  March  12.
